Marshall 8B. Bass, a vice- 
presidentin charge of minority 
procurement at R.J. Reynolds 
industries, inc., stated there 
are three major obstacles con- 
fronting most minority bust 
nesses: “the lack of knowing 
how to do business with a 
major corporation, the lack of 
management skills within the 
business, and the lack of 
capital.” 

Conference planners at- 
tempted to address aii three 
obstacles in the two-day meet- 
ing. Resource workshops and 
speakers provided manage- 
ment and technical assistance, 
representatives of major cor- 
porations and the federal and 
state governments were on 
hand to offer assistance with 
procurement problems; and 
investment officers from the 
state's pension systems and 
private venture capital firms, a8 
wellas loan specialists with the 
state’s loan and bonding pro- 
grams. showed the conferees 
how to get the capital needed 
to expand their businesses. 


Celeste described the con- 
ference as a “celebration of the 
movement of simply being 
considered as minority busi- 
nesspersons to being a part of 
the small business resurgence 
in Ohio.” But the corference 
was also a “celebration” of the 
passage and success of HB 
584. the bill which “set aside” 
five percent of all construction 
contracts and fifteen percent 
of all goods and services pur- 
chases for award to minority 
businesses. and created pro- 
grams providing loans and 
bonding assistance to minority 
firms. The bill, which has been 
hailed as one of the most com- 
prehensive of its type in the 
country, has survived attack by 
white contractor groups and 
scrutiny of the courts. 


Celeste pointed out that 


state construction contracts 
with minority firms Wad gone 
from $43.6 million in 1982 to 
$70 million in 1983. the first 
year of his administration. In 
the first quarter of 1964. the 
state's central purchasing arm 
had bought $15.6 million in 
goods from minority suppliers 
-- 32.6 percent of all purchases. 
Celeste expressed the goal 
of doubling the more than 
25.000 minority businesses in 
Ohio in the next two years, and 
“bringing minority enterprise 
fully into the mainstream of 
business activity in Ohio.”

“and seizures, shall not De vidlated, and'no- Warrants shalt

‘searched, and the persons or things to be seized.

{Can the U.S. Constitution become unconstitutional? 
Does this sound paradoxical? Well, the answer is yes. The 
U:S: Supreme Court has declared the Fourth Amendment 
of-the Constitution unconstitutional. 

“1n a decision last week, the Court struck down the 70- 
yéar-old so-called “Exclusionary Rule”. The Exclusionary 

, Rlle was a part of the Fourth Amendment. It simply meant 

that. if police gathered evidence illegally or upon a defec- 
tive Warrant, the illegally gathered evidence could not be 
uged in a criminal trial against a defendant. The Supreme 
Geurt has now, for all practical purposes, declared the 
Fourth Amendment unconstitutional. 

= For many years, able constitutional law attorneys, legal 
experts and constitutional law theorists have argued that 
the Supreme Court, in its role as sole interpreter of the 
Gonstitution, could, in effect, determine that any Article or 
Amendment to the Constitution is unconstitutional. After 
all, the Supreme Court says what is and what is not consti- 
tional. In a play on words, it is evident that if it has that 
power, it determines what is unconstitutional. 

In a spit 6-3 decision, the majority struck a death blow to 
the Fourth Amendment and out of a conservative narrowed 
view, severely pierced the veil of protection that all Ameri- 
cans thought we had in the Bill of Rights. The First 
Amendment guarantee of freedom of religion, the Fourth 
Amendment guarantee against unreasonable search and 
seizures, and the Fifth Amendment, protection against self- 
incrimination, all part of our Bill of Rights, are familiar 
by-words even among ninth grade civic students, If the 
Court has taken this bold attack on the Fourth Amendment, 
God help us to see that they skip over the Thirteenth and 
Fgurteenth Amendments. 

vrhe Supreme Court not only “looked the other way” itt 
tbis decision, but has become an active participant in the 
law and order movement. This decision isa landmark deci- 
sion in terms of its significance, the same as the case 
autlawing schoo! desegregation was in 1954. It is unfortu- 
nate that from 1954 to 1984, a mere span of 30 years, we find 
the Court not only moving to a conservative stance, but 
mew also actively engaged in the political rhetoric of the 


ay. 

he Court has moved from an objective standard of 
requiring policemen to obey the law to now permitting 
them to be excused by the policeman's statement that he 
erttered a house, took possession of a person's personal 
items and did-so acting in“good faith." The racent killings 
inv Cleveland, Which were whitewashed by the Grand Jury 
ufider the! thedry’ of the policemen acting in “good faith", 
gives us little solace. 

"The graveyard is full of people policemen have killed, 
“acting in good faith!” 

By excluding from the Constitution, the “Exclusionary 
Rule” as a part of the body of constitutional protections, the 
Gourt has now declared that evidence, though illegally 
seized, tainted by its illegality, is nevertheless legal in a 
legal court of law. 

‘With the Court's open Warrant, policemen are now free to 
stép individuals on the street, at their places of work or 
etter their homes, search, seize and take anything they 

fish, go to court, say that they (the policemen) “acted in 
good faith", the Court has to accept it, the person is con- 
victed and the Judge then sends that person to jail. The 
Gaurt has taken away a most precious right and that is a 
person's previously conceived right to be secure in his 
person, his property, papers and abode. 

.We suggest to our readers that it is no longer the law to 
deny a policeman access and entry into your house by 

Tmanding to see a Search Warrant. The policeman can kill 

u because you are obstructing justice, enter your house, 

ize what he wants and there is no further protection 

ainst that action. 

Perhaps, there is a need for the public to reconsider the 
réle of the Supreme Court. 


pplause for H.B. 412 


EWhen Gov. Richard A. Celeste signed House Bill 412 on 
July 6, he ensured that community action agencies will 
continue to serve Ohio's poor. We are pleased to see the 
Celeste Administration's commitment to low-income citi- 
zgns and to the agencies that exist to help them. 
House Bill 412 is a straightforward piece of legislation 
tliat designates community action agencies to receive 
pmmunity Services Block Grant funds; establishes 
abency performance standards and provides operating 
gpidelines for the state office that administers the funds. 
*These are the same federal funds that community action 
abencies have used since 1964 when they were created by 
Economic Opportunity Act. When the Reagan Adminis- 
tration established a block grant instead of specific fund- 
, Community Action Agencies could have been left out 
the cold. The funds, about 12 milion dollars each year, 
uld have been allocated to other groups or to county 
vernments rather than to community action agencies. 
Community Action Agencies have a lot of grass roots 
skipport. The Ohio Association of Community Action 
cies organized andmpressive campaign to pass legis- 
lon that would safeguard the assistance system its 
sembers have built during the past 20 years.

Jesse Jackson has often menti- 
oned that we would be ill-advised 
to support the Democratic donkey 
if it continues to go in the same 
direction as the Republican ele- 
phant, only faster. We were 
reminded of his words as we 
watched the Democratic Platform 
Committee steer a course which 
would be considered progressive 
by only the sublimety optimistic. 
In tact, even the New York Times 
itself, no hotbed of radicalism. has 
labelled this year's Democratic 
platform, “considerably more 
conservative than those adopted 
by the party in recent years.”

In the same vein, the platform 
committee has also beat a hasty 
retreat from its traditional role of 
advocating more extensive social 
programs. It is also taking a 
middle-of-the-road approach to 
foreign policy, particularly as it 
relates to increased U.S. interven- 
tion in Central America. 

So, while Jesse Jackson begins 
a dialogue with Cuba and the Con- 
tadora countries of Central Amer- 
ica — a bold political move -- the 
Mondale forces steer the Demo- 


The Ku Klux 


The Ku Klux Klan, one of Ameri- 
ca’s oldest organized hate groups, 
became the, chief instrument, .of 
southern underground resistance : 
to democracy following the Civil 
War. Since that time, the KKK has 
tortured the nation with a century- 
long reign of terror and racism. 
Despite numerous attempts to rid 


the country of this evil nuisance, * 


the Klan prevails. 

One successful attempt, how- 
ever, at harnessing Klan strength 
did come about in 1941 when a 
White Florida-born investigative 
reporter named Stetson Kennedy 
infiltrated the organization. 
Kennedy provided authorities with 
valuable information on its terror- 
ist activities and his findings were 
published in newspapers and 
magazines. He has also written a 
half-dozen books on the subject of 
human rights. 

Kennedy's first encounter with 
the Klan came shortly after the 
beginning of World War II. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had just imposed 
an enormous tax lien on the Klan's 


sImperial Palace in Atlanta. After 


hearing about it, Kennedy made 
arrangements to meet with the 
Imperial Wizard. 

"L made a date with the Wizard 


| noted and published. And he was 
very sad about the whole thing,” 
he said. ‘What can you do, 
$635,000?" he said “I! just packed 
up and boarded up the palace.” 


“So FDR put the Klan out of bus- 
iness for the duration of World War 
Il with that simple, effective 
device.

Green, decided that he was going 
to revive the Klan to deal with post- 
war problems, such as Blacks not 
wanting to pick cotton anymore

cratic Party along the safe route, 
the route of least resistance.

Organized originally as a 
social club, the members dressed 
in robes and sheets designed to 
frighten superstitious neighbors.

Blacks have been the chief 
target of.Klan terrorism through- 
out Its fiistory, especially during 
the early days of the civil rights 
movement. 

Stetson Kennedy most 
impactful investigation as a Klan 
infiltrator came when he was sent 


by a national magazine to report 
on the gruesome murder of two 
prominent Florida NAACP 
officldiaicm (co Ga ct anti, 

Aided ‘by: his Kian infittration 
capability, Kennedy's findings 
concerning the 1951 murder 
bombing of Harry and Harriett 
Moore in their home on Christmas 
Eve turned up a series of revealing 
facts about the still unsolved 
murders. After a thorough FBI 
investigation in which @ man 
allegedly confessed tothe 
murders, no one was ever con- 
victed of the crime. 

“| applied under the Freedom of 
information Act to the FBI for the 
release of the confession tapes. 
The FBI replied after a long delay 
that it did not think there was suffi- 
cient public interest for the murder 
of the Moores to qualify under the 
Freedom of Information Act. | 
appealed the FBI's decision to the

Blacks, Jews, and the media 


The historic alliance between 
Blacks and Jews has been strained 
by, among other things, the pro- 
vocative statements of Minister 
Louis Farrakhan. Each of these 
has been seized upon by the media 
and played for all its worth. The 
result: a manipulated press pro- 
vides a strange sort of entertain- 
ment for anti-Semites and anti-- 
Blacks. 

Added to this is the supposition, 
which has roots in historic racism, 
that statements by virtually any 
Black person must be responded 
to by other Blacks. 

This is where other Blacks are 
caught in the media trap. Here is 
how it works: 

Minister Farrakhan makes a 
statement such as the outrageous 
sturs on Judaism as areligion oron 
the supposed illegitimacy of the 
state of israel. Such reprehensible 
statements are representative of 
only a small segment of the Black 
community; in fact far more whites 
are likly to’ share them than Blacks. 

But the media report them, often 
in big headlines designed to sell 
papers. It doesn't seem to matter 
to the media that such statements 
are the opinion of but one Black 
minister and his relatively smali 
group of followers. Would the

media be so anxious to publicize 
the views of a white minister whois 
not representative of the larger 
white community? 

Once the remarks become news 
stories, reporters and talk show 
hosts try to corral Black leaders 
into denouncing those state- 
ments.

to linger in service though they 
are constantly in need of 
repair. The time and care that 
must be rendered to these veh- 
icles is much like the increas- 
ing medical care that is neces- 
sary for our older citizens. As 
you get older, hospital care 
and the daily cost of maintain- 
ing your health increase 
drastically. 

This administration through 
Fleet Management's efforts, is 
insuring that city vehicles are 
sate and useful until these veh- 
icles can be replaced. This is 
costing the city in overtime, 
and will be unavoidable until 
we solve the larger problem 
over the next few years. 

Some overtime actually 
saves the city money. If these 
aging vehicles are not fixed 
promptly-as they are now more 
than ever-all departments that 
utilize city vehicles would incur 
large monetary cost in terms of 
idle personnel. 

Example: in the first 20 
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weeks of 1984, Fleet manage- 
ment incurred $41,000 more in 
overtime costs to six refuse col- 
lection trucks than it did during 
the same period in 1983. How- 
ever, the trucks were fixed so 
much faster this year that the 
Division of Refuse Collection 
actually saved $51,000 in per- 
sonnel salary.coats, for a net 
savings to the City of $10,000. 
In other words, overtime in one 
part of City government is 
increasing the efficiency of 
another. 

Nevertheless, there are 
many new policies and proce- 
dures that have been imple- 
mented under the direction of 
Paul Rinehart that are 
designed to increase the effi- 
ciency of the fleet operation, 
and ultimately reduce the need 
for such drastic overtime.

Door-to-door searches are 
being conducted in many 
Black populated areas 
throughout Ohio as local 
police and the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation have stepped 
up the search for Alton Cole- 
man and his girlfriend, Debra 
Brown. 

Coleman is the suspect ina 
chain of killings, beatings, 
robberies and rapes that span 
five states. 

Possibly cornered in Toledo, 
Coleman is suspected of mur- 
dering a Toledo woman and 
her 10-year-old daughter. 
However, if Coleman and 
Brown break through the 
police dragnet, it is feared he 
will venture into Clevieand, 
Columbus, Cincinnati, Young- 
stown, Akron or any other 
heavily populated Black area 
where he will continue his 
crime spree. 

Born November 6, 1955, 
Coleman is reportedly armed 
with a handgun, butcher knife 
and baseball bat. Brown is 
reportedly armed with a 
butcher knife and baseball bat. 
FBI report both suspects 
should be considered armed 
and extremely dangerous. 

Coleman was first sought by 
police in his home town of 
Waukegan, Il!., where he is 
charged with murdering and 
kidnapping Vernita Wheat, 9, 
of Kenosha, Wis., whose body 
was found in Waukegan June 
20. The NEWS-SUN news- 
paper in Waukegan, III., 
reported that Coleman has a 
long record of sexual attacks 
against Black children. Cole- 
man, using analias, befriended 
the dead girl's mother, Juanita, 
and became a family friend. 

On May 26 Colemanallegedly 
took Vernita and her four-year- 
old brother to a carnival with 
the mother's permission. He 
returned in half an hour, stat- 
ing that the carnival was 
closed. 

With the mother's permis-

sion, Coleman again took Ver- 
nita out. He had told the 
mother that he had a stereo set 
for her and wanted Vernita to 
go with him to pick it up. Cole- 
man and the child never 
relutsiecd. 


The following morning the 
mother reported Vernita miss- 
ing. It was not until June 20 that 
Vernita's decomposed body 
was found in a bathroom in a 
Vacant building inWaukegan, a 
short distance from Coleman's 
home. The child had been 
strangled with a wire that may 
have been an electrical cord. 

Before Vernita's murder, 
Coleman had been arrested 
and charged with the sexual 
assault of a 14-year-old North 
Chicago girl. It is reported that 
two days after Vernita's disap- 
pearance, Coleman appeared 
in court with his girlfriend in 
connection with the 14-year- 
old girl's rape. In fact, May 31, 
Brown was interviewed by the 
FBI in connection with Verni- 
ta’s disappearance. She told 
agents that Coleman had been 
out, came home and went to 
sleep for an hour, got up and 
walked to the Salvation Army 
where he bought a change of 
clothes. Because Coleman 
used an alias in court it was not 
known that he was wanted in 
connection with Vernita’s dis- 
appearance. He had been treed 
on $20,000 bond. 

Other suspected crimes that 
Coleman may have committed 
includ ‘he death of a 7-year- 
old Gary, Ind., girl and several 
armed robberies and assaults 
in the Detroit area. 

Another woman, Donna M. 
Williams of Gary, Indiana, has 
been missing since befriend- 
ing Coleman. She was last 
seen June 19, when she told 
friends that she was going to 
pick up a young couple and 
bring them to her church. She 
is described as Black, 25 years 
old, 5'6", 135 pounds. 

In Toledo, Coleman is sus- 
pected of strangling to death 
Virginia Temple and her 
daughter, Rachelle. The cor- 
oner's report indicates that the 
mother was not raped, but no 
report is available on the child. 
Their bodies were found in a 
crawl space in the basement of 
their ransacked home. 

Coleman and Brown have 
been charged with the theft of 
cash and a silver Chevrolet 
Citation from an elderly white 
couple in Toledo. The couple 
was not injured. 

The FBI psychological 
report on Coleman contends 
that he will continue his crime 
spree in Black populated 
areas. Wanted posters are 
being passed out in bars, 
churches and stores.

City police, fire not affected 
immediately by court ruling 


The seniority ruling by the 
U.S. Supreme Court will have 
little immediate effect here, 
according to Columbus police 
and fire representatives. 


The national court ruled that 
seniority rights must prevail 
over affirmative action in 
layoffs. 

The Columbus Police and 
Fire Dept. are both under fed- 
eral order to increase the hiring 
of minorities and women. They 
are understaffed and are not 
considering layoffs, union 
spokesmen said. 

Most of the minority mem- 
bers in the fire division have 
been hired since ‘the 1976 
affirmative action rd ‘started, 
according to Ro! Shields, 
president of Fire Fighters 
Union Local 67. 

The last hired would be the 
first fired, he said, under civil 
service rules. 

Shields said that the fire div- 
ision's strength is 780, well 
below the authorized hiring of 
859. 


The police department is 
also understaffed, operating at 
8 manpower shortage now, 
according to Fraternal Order of 
Police President Dewey 
Stokes.

NAACP executive Director 
Benjamin Hooks deplored the 
opinion of the court and said: 

“This is a dark day In the 
annals of civil rights and the 
struggle to remove racial barri- 
ers in employment and other 
areas of society. 

“What the court said, in 
effect, was that present hard 
times or future deteriorating 
financial conditions can take 


precedence over remedial 
steps instituted to include 
those persons who have been 
traditionally locked out. 

“Additionally, the opinion 
provides a backdoor method 
for communities that have 
adhered to discriminatory 
practices to avoid remedies for 
their misdeeds. It could reverse 
many affirmative action pro- 
grams which are already in 
place and will stop completion 
of similarly contemplated 
actions.”

There 1s a rumor running wild in America that is 8 fot of 
people -- not the least of which are Democrats. That rumor is that 
President Reagan and theRepublican Party are unbeatable in 1064, That 
is alalse rumor President Reagancean be besten in november. In fact. he 
canbe beaten handily if we don't lost hope and if we use the right formula 
and focus on the right issues. 
Under Reagan there are eight million more people in poverty. Now 15 
percent of our nation is in poverty. 34 million people. Of the 34 million 
people. 23 million are white, 1 1 million Black. Hispanic. Asian and youth. 
We have the power if we make up our minds. By the end of this year there 
will be 41 million people in poverty. Reagan is beatable. 
There ts a clarion call going forth among Democrats that what is most 
needed now is unity. That. 100. is a false rumor. The rejection of unitynow 
is not a call to battle. but itis a call for clarity or priorities. Party justice 
must precede Party unity. Party unity without Party justice is a cover-up 
-- and cover-ups don't work. Ask Richard Nixon! 5 
Party unity now may cost Party victory in November. because it will be 
fn unity without substance, in marriage. the glitter of tove without the 
l substance of justice and mutual respect will not allow the marriage to 
Twithstand the storms of life. We need to be patient enough now to take the 
“ime to build the Mondale-Hart-Jackson marriage on the foundation of 
justice and mutual respect Because after July. the Republican storm will 
be upon us, and anything short of justice as the foundation of our 
relationship within the Democratic Party will not allow us to withstand 
the storm 

Theretore. as | see it today. the following challenges to the Democratic 
Party are not threats; they are therapy and a formula for victory in 1984 —- 
regardless of whowe finally decide the nominee will be. We must expand 
the Party and heal the Party. The old wine skins must make room for the 
new wine. 

1. FAIRNESS — The fundamental challenge to the Democratic Party is 
to be tair. We must adopt the principle of one person, one vote. We must 
encourage people to participate in the political process. not lock them 
out. Primaries without thresholds, not to mention, high thresholds. 
encourage one person: One vote and the privacy ot eyo vote. Caucuses 
don't-We must adopt a uniform primary approg to nominating our 
presidential candidates based on one person. one vole. We must end all 
schemes to discourage political participation: from union leadership 
intimidation, such as occurred in the Michigan caucuses, to the require~ 
ment in Texas that you must vote twice to have your vote count at all; to 
front-loading. which is a disadvantage to so-called long-shots: to a sys- 
tem that allows candidates to finish strong in popular votes only to lose 
out because of unfair delegate rules, such as happened to me in Virginia 
where | finished firstin the popular vote, but second in delegates. or asin 

Texas where | finished a strong second with 31 percent of the popular 
vote. but received only 30 delegates out of 200, We must adopt a system 
where we see delegates awarded on ane principle only — proportional 
representation. We must end a system that gave. me 21 percent of the 
popular vote. but only seven percent of the delegates. We're not asking 
for anything special. just fairness. The Black vote must be respected and 
regarded highly. In 1980, the Carter-Mondale ticket got 37 million votes. 
There are now 19 million rag black votes alone -- more than 50 


percent of the entire Democrati arty —- now, about 12 million registered 
and voling with an unusual f 2 ‘ 

The Jackson Campaign has registered more people with less money 

than any voter registration campaign in the history of our nation. A 
massive increase in voter registration is the key to victory for Democrats 
in November. We have accepted that challenge and succeeded in meet- 
ing that challenge. The Democratic Party has not. The Democratic Party 
us given lip service to voter registration but has given no money. ever 
aMer it promised $5 million and Mr. Mondale agreed to raise a million, 
dollars himself for voter registration. The Rainbow Coalition spent time, 
effort and what little money we had to register more than two million new 
Democratic voters. We received virutally no help trom the Democratic 
Party and in some instances our ettorts were opposed by state Demo- 
cratic parties. 

We must stop the front loading of primaries that benefit only the 
millionaires and big shots, The people deserve fairness inthe nominating 
process and they deserve the option to hear and to vote fora long-shot if 
they choose to do so 

2. VOTING RIGHTS ENFORCEMENT -- The key to & Democratic 
victory in 1984 is the enfranchisement of the progressive wing of the 
Democratic Party. They are the ones who have been devastated by 
Reaganomics and. therefore, it is in their self-interest to vote in record 
numbers to oust their oppressor. The poor do not simply want a change in 
leaders. they want a change in direction. The poor are not looking to be 
embellished. they have a need to be empowered, Blacks, Hispanics, 
women. Asian-Americans and the poor are under-represented because 
they have been politically disenfranchised. The key to political enfran- 
chisement is enforcement of the Voting Rights Act. Gerrymandering. 
annexation, at-large elections, inaccessible registrars, role purges, dual 
registration and second primaries -- these are the schemes that continue 
to disenfranchise the locked out, Full enforcement of the Voting Rights 
Act would empower the powerless. The Rainbow Coalition has shown 

that when women and the poor are empowered. we can re-direct the 
course of this nation. We can win congressional districts across the 
South We won more-than 60 across the nation and mora than 30 in the 
South! If we empower the poor. we can get rid of the boll-weevits — 


t] jack-asses who run with the elephants. The nuclear freeze wes defeated 


by only six votes. Aid to Et Salvador passed by only four. We can reserve 
those voles. We can have a new U.S. Congress. but we must empower the

3, RECIPROCAL VOTING -- Blacks and Hispanics have consistently 
voted for white candidates. We have been the most loyal members ofthe 
Democratic Party. I! is remarkable, then, that not one white member of 
the House of Representatives. not one white U.S. Senator, not one gov- 
etnor. not one major or minor daily newspaper that is white endorsed my 
candidacy.

Democrats must learn to break new ground. We had to fotlow Nixon to 
China.

We 
will go to Central America. We will meet with the Conatador leadership. 
the Nicaraguan leadership and mest with Cuban officials, 

On July 2 we shall mobilize students, religious leaders and peace 
activists from Canada, North America, Cuba and Central America. We 
shal! march to the border and justas Jesus marched to Jerusalem; just as 
Ghandi marched to the sea; and just as Dr. King marched to Washington, 
we shall march to the borders, extend our hands across borders — across 
color, across culture -- and we shall look st each other face to face and 
deciare that we will not kit! each other. we will heel each other. We must 
give peace a chance. We must deciare the Western Hemisphere a war- 
free zone. : 

In the Middle East, we must recognize that security for both Israel and 
the Palestinian people is necessary for peace. We cannot dictate the 
terms of any peace settlement, but we canitry to bring the antagonists to 
the table. We must learn the lessons of Lebanon. U.S. military interven- 
tion will solve nothing. In that volatile region we have too many interests 
and too few friends. 

In Africa we must recognize hat people throughout the world judge us 
by our relationship with South Africa. We must end our economic sup- 
port for apartheid. We must end the policy of “constructive engagement.” 
We must cut off all new investment by U.S. firms in South Africa until 
apartheid isended, We must havea time table for withdrawal of firms now 
investing in South Africa until there Is significant progress in human 
rights. We must support independence for Namibia and recognize 
Angola. We must promote economic development that meets the needs 
of the poorest people in the world. We must give immediate assistance to 
those now facing starvation with the present drought. 

We must develop a coherent Asian policy. Acold war against Commu- 
nism does not meet the needs of the people in the region or our national 
interests. We must end our support for the Marcos dictatorship in the 
Philippines. 

In the Caribbean we must make a pledge of nonintervention. The 
invasion of Grenada was wrong. It myst not be repeated. We must end 
our support of the dictatorship in Haiti. 

In Europe and Japan we must recognize that continued military con- 
frontation is expensive, and does no one any good, We must 
work with our military allies to reduce the military burdens, tensions and 
forces in those regions. We are spending $150 billion a year defending 
Japan and Europe in peace-time. We must usé developed minds and not 
guided missiles. It's time to go another direction. 

We must commit ourselves to an end to gunboat diplomacy throughout 
the world. With such a policy we can reduce our conventional forces. We 
do not need fifteen aircraft carriers, three marine divisions and a dozen 
interventionary army divisions except to shoot at lightly armed foreign 
nations. 

With a freeze on nuclear weapons, with cutting our conventional for- 
ces, with ending waste and fraud at the Pentagon, and renegotiating a 
reduction of our military commitments in Europe and Japan, we can cut 
our military budget by at least 20 percent of $60 billion without cutting 
our defense. With $60 billion we can begin to put America back to work 
doing socially useful and necessary work. We can use that money to 
rebuild our nation, end the slums and put our youth back to work. It’s time 
for a change. We can begin to bring our budget deficits under control. 
which threaten not onty our economy but the world economy. 

6, THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY, MUST BECOME A PARTY OF JOBS - 
There is nothing more basic to the dignity of an adult than having a job 
Military spending creates fewer jobs than any other kind of spending. A 
cut in the defense budget will allow us to put people to work. The 
Democratic Party must have @ plan to rebuild America. We must pul 
people to work rebuilding our nation’s infrastructure — our roads, our 
bridges, our cities. We need 250,000 bridges rebuilt. That's how you put 
steelworkers back to work. Thay don't need training; they need con- 
tracts. We must use money now wasted on the military to build an energy 
efficient mass transit system, which will create less dependency on 
foreign energy, reduce pollution and create more jobs. We must use that 
money to build schools. and pay our teachers and educate our children. 
We must use that money to build hospitals and train doctors and nurses. 
We must use that money to build houses. We need meré than a new 
President: we need a new direction. We must train our youth. We need 
more teachers and health care workers. We need to clean up our envir- 
onment. An active, caring government must set the agenda for a caring 
nation. 

We must support plant.closing legislation. When government initia- 
tives are necessary to save an industry like steel or auto, we must see that 
those initiatives meet the needs of the whole community -- workers 8s 
well as executives, taxpayers as well as stockholders. We must be the 
Party that has a plan to put America back to work. As | travel around the 
nation, people do not want workfare or welfare; they want a job. And the 
poor work the hardest, and the longest, on the nastiest jobs and make the 
least amount of money. People don't mind working. We will farm. Just get 
a tair price for the product. We'll mop. Just give a fair price for the service. 
We'll clean the streets. Just give a fair price for the work. We'll end the 
slums and rebulid America. dust give a fair price for a day's work. 

7. THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY MUST STAND FOR JUSTICE — We 
must pul an end to Reagan's punitive policies toward women. toward the 
disabled, toward labor, toward the family farmer, toward immigrants, 
toward minorities, toward géys and lesbians. All people deserve their full 
human rights and theirfull labor We must have a Department of 
Justice that protects and e8 those rights. We must extend the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 to ell Giacrimination based on sexual prefer- 
ence. We must entorce the provisions that would eliminate discrimina- 
tion based on race, sex or national origin. 

We mus! pess the E.RA. for women is the foundation of justice 
for the American family. Women mete 69 cents for every dollar a man 
makes. We musi Suppor equal pay for comparable worth. Gur childron 
must no longer growupin end deprivation. Our sisters must have 
achance to realize their full worth. Fifty percent of the Democratic Party 
is femate. Fifty-three percent of the nation is female. Seventy percent of 
all poor children live in a house heeded by s woman where there is no 

man. Soil we cannol run the man beck home, we can at least enfranchise 
the woman so that she might atabilize the family. 

We must reject punitive urifair immigration policies, such as the 
Simpson-Mazzoli Bill, The saiution to immigration. pressures is @co- 
nomic development that meets human needs at home and abroad. As an 
immediate measure we should support the Roybal Bill, which encour- 
ages employers to recognize the full labor of their employees 
rather then discouraging them trom hiring born workers.

gunboat diplomacy. Ronald Reagan's war on Communism is self defeat- 
ing. When he embraces dictators like Marcos, when he seeks to isolate 
Cuba and make war on Nicaragua. he pushes the people of these nalions 
into the arms at the Soviet Union. We can no longer attord a policy of 
supporting trade unions and the Solidarity movement in Poland and then 
ignoring the murder of trade unionists in South Africa and El Salvador 
We can no longer attord a policy of declarina waron international terror- 


speak Spanish and Portugese. Next door is the Caribbean. Most people 
in the world are black, brown, yellow. red, poor. non-Christian and don’ 
speak English. We sat one night at Harvard in a debate. All eight candi- 
dates were discussing foreign policy. We spent two-thirds of the debate 
and had left out three-fourths of the world. We must open our eyes and 
see the real world. We will never have a foreign policy that promotes 
peace and justice throughout the world so long as our six percent of the 
world's population consumes 30 percent of the world’s resources, We 
must develop policies for mutual economic development for aid and 
trade that meet our common needs.

We must completely reject Ronald Reagan's theory of supply-side 
economics.

They have pursued the most dangerous and most 
expensive technotogies. like nuclear power always expecting rate pay- 
ers and tax payers to foot the bill. The result is that more 8nd more of our 

nation’s resources are spent on heating and lighting our homes: more 
and more of the poor and elderly sit in the cold and dark We witness the
